Kaplan positively identified Peek 
as one of his abductors but Attorney 
Gershon and Detective J. C. Chester, 
who handled the prosecution, present- 
ed no other evidence in support of the 
identification. 

Peek testified that he spent the 
night of June 9, the night of the al- 
leged kidnaping and assault, with 
Mrs. Peek and other members of his 
family, and Hal Cook, a friend of the 
Peek family. 

Kaplan told substantially the same 
story he gave police last week after 
reporting the incident.

DIVORCE PLANNED 


President’s Daughter, 
Speeding to Reno, Says 
Writ Is Her Object.

ABOARD THE PACIFIC LIMIT- 
ED, June 15.—As she journeyed 
toward her new residence in Nevada. 
Mrs. Anna Roosevelt Dall tonight con- 
firmed reports of her plan to seek a 
divorce from Curtis Dall in an ex- 
clusive interview with the Associated 
Press. 

The tall, blonde daughter of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, after leaving Chicago 
secretly this morning, denying herself 
to reporters and avoiding conversa- | 
tion with her fellow passengers dur- 
ing the first 12 hours of her journey 
west, finally opened the door of her 


compartment and told of her plans to 
terminate her eight-year-old marriage 
with the New York broker. 

Mrs. Dall has been separated from 
her husband for more than a year. 
She left Chicago at 10:30 a.m., cen- 
tral standard time, today aboard the 
Pacific Limited with her two chil- 
dren. 

Strict silence surrounded the inci- 
dent at the White House. Mrs. Roose- 
velt simply confirmed that her daugh- 
ter was en route to Nevada with her 
children, Eleanor Ann (“‘Sistie’) and 
Curtis (“Buzzie’’). 

In New York, her husband, a part-

Division of Funds. 

The huge fund, approved by the 
senate without a record vote, is divid- 
ed as follows in round numbers: 

$899,000,000 for relief through the 
federal relief administration, civilian 
conservation corps and public works 
administration. 7 

$525,000,000 for drouth relief. 

$325,000,000 for specified projects 
such as road construction, federal 
buildings, ete. 

The drouth relief appropriation was 
restored to the figure asked by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, after a senate commit- 
tee had cut it to $450,000,000. 

Other Provisions. 

Other items in the bill include: 

$200,000 for participation by the 
United States in the Chicago Century 
of Progress. 

$117,500 for the purchase 
transportation of Indian supplies. 

$50,000 for payment of rewards by 
the department of justice for the cap- 
ture of such public enemies as John 
Dillinger. 

$1,000,000 for United States par- 
ticipation in the proposed inter-Amer- 
ican highway. 

$100.000,000 for emergency con- 
struction of public highways and 
other related projects to increase em- 
ployment. 

Independents Fight Accord. 

This promised to bring the first 
Roosevelt congress to an end with a 
blaze of oratorical disputation. An 
agreement between republican and 
democratic leaders had not entirely 
stilled the voices of independents 
against the compromise that was 
worked out.

RAISE GRY AGAINS| 
GERMAN EVASION 


London, Paris Prepare to 
Impound Trade Balances 
To Protect Interests of 
Bond Holders. 


By the Associated Press. 

“Phe ‘international stir occasioned 
by Germany's moratorium on exter- 
nal debts deepened late Friday into 
ominous rumblings of trade reprisals 
and return threats of recrimination. 

England and France openly ex- 
pressed determination to establish 
clearing houses through which funds 
from commercial accounts could be 
taken for payment to British and 
French holders of German bonds. 

Germany officially announced tbat 
any economic reprisals would be met 
by quick retaliation in kind against 
imports to Germany. 

Attention was divided between as- 
ertions that sums due the United 
States, already formally defaulted by 
all nations except little Finland, 
should not and can not be paid, and 
equally emphatic declarations to the 
effect that Germany must be com- 
pelled in some way to meet interest 
payments on her bonds. 

Both France and Great Britain 
contemplate setting up to handle 


transactions with Germany through | 


which funds from commercial ac- 
counts could be taken for payments 
to the British and French bondhold- 


ers.

Green put forward the suggestion 
for an impartial board to be appointed 
by the president. 

The measure which the administra- 
tion hurriedly whipped together to 
head off the strike also proposed a 
presidential board to investigate and 
arbitrate disputes, but it did not go 
as far on the controversial employe 
organization question, 

Green urged informally, it was un- 
derstood, that a strike be deferred un- 
til at least June 30 pending develop- 
ments. 


STRIKE IS AVERTED; 
COMPROMISE ACCEPTED 


PITTSBURGH, June 15.—(#)— 
The threatened national steel strike 
was averted indefinitely tonight as 
the 59-year-old Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers 
voted to accept a four-point compro- 
mise proposal submitted in an impas- 
sioned appeal by President William A. 
Green, of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

“It is patriotic action at this time 
to promote industrial peace: don’t let 
the steel barons select the battlefield 
and the method of fighting,’ Green 
shouted to the 188 delegates who claim 
to represent more than 100,000 of 
their industry's 430,000 workers. 

Changes in Measure. 

Green’s proposal, running along 
lines of the revised Wagner bill which 
was introduced today in congress, ex- 
cept that it asked for majority rule 
in collective bargaining balloting, was 
adopted after changing of three words 
in the text. 

The insistent demand of the youth- 
ful, aggressive “rank and file” group 
to definitely name June 30 as a dead- 
line for acceptance of the proposal by 
the president, congress and the steel 
institute, was amended to give the ex- 
ecutive committee of the union full 
power to set the date of a strike, in 
case the proposal is not accepted. 

“We intend to seek a conference 
Monday with President Roosevelt to 
lay our suggestion before the presi- 
dent, as a counter-proposal,” said 72- 
year-old Michael F. Tighe, Almaga- 
mated president, after the meeting 
broke up shortly before 11 p. m.

\Homes to Cost From $750 to $2,500 


Are Planned tor Georgia Farmers 


ATHENS, Ga., June 15.—g—Plans 
for attractive farm homes ranging in 
cost from $750 to $2,500 have been 
drawn by the department of agricul- 
tural engineering at the University of 
Georgia in conjunction with the rural 
housing survey made in 16 Georgia 
counties. 

Similar work has beén done in 18 
states and the bureau of agricultural 
engineering of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture will publish 
a bulletin using about 30 or 40. The 
work done at the university has been 
printed and distributed to all county 
farm and home demonstration agents 
in the state so that it is available to 
any farmer. They may see the plans, 
choose any they may want and the 
department of agricultural engineering 
will supply them with working plans 
upon request. A number of such re- 
quests already have been filled. 

The plans include one of a three- 
room home of frame construction 


built on brick piers. Maximum use 


is made of the living room space 
with a dining area at one end and 
provision for a bed if desired. The 
unit would not cost more than $750, 
figured on NRA wage and cost scales, 
and a scheme of possible future addi- 
tions is included.

In Potato Starch Projects 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—(#)— 
Development of starch from sweet po- 


tatoes was reported by the bureau of 
chemistry and soils today to have 
opened the way for a new industry 
in the south. 

The project brought to public atten- 
tion a second industry ready to re- 
claim the farm lands surrendered in 
the cotton reduction program. Already 
the possibilities of manufacturing pulp 
and newsprint from slash pine have 
been noted. 

Dr. H. S. Paine, carbohydrate divi- 
sion chief, bureau of chemistry and 
soils, said experiments had establish- 
ed the sweet potato as the source 
of a starch unsurpassed in quality 
and apparently sound as a commercial 
product by reason of the low cost 
of production. 

From the residual pulp after starch 
is extracted, the scientist has develop- 

a cattle feed rich in carbohydrate. 

Fast Development Seen,

CONGRESS WASHINGTON, June 15.—Personal relations be- 
tween the White House and a number of demo- 
cratic congressmen are in need of mending. 

No one says much about it, but it explains a lot of the inside 
troubles the administration has been having with its legislative pro- 
gram during the closing days. , 

There was something of that element in the difficulties experi- 
enced with Chairman Smith, of the senate agriculture committee, 
and Chairman Steagall, of the house banking committee, over the 
Tugwell nomination and the housing bill.’ 

Ordinarily, the chairman of the senate agriculture committee is 
a fairly big shot as regards agricultural policies. That has not been 
so since Smith became chairman. The original AAA bills were in- 
troduced and championed by Floor Leader Robinson and others last 
year. 

Then, in this session, along came the cotton bill. If there is 
one thing Senator Smith is more interested in than patronage, it is 
cotton. His nickname is ‘“‘Cotton Ed.” But, when the latest AAA 
cotton bill was proposed, it was not Smith, but Senator Bankhead, 
who undertook the leadership for the administration. 

Mr. Steagall has had almost the same experience as chairman 
of the house banking committee. Speaker Rainey went out of his 
way to keep several administration bills from falling into Mr. 
Steagall’s hands early in the session. 


REASONS There are two sides to this story, as to all others. 
The administration boys say privately that Messrs. 
Smith and Steagall were, at heart, opposed to administration prin- 
ciples on agriculture and banking, and that the administration wanted 
its bills handled by its friends. 
That may be, but the result is that no one can expect Messrs. 
Smith and Steagall to do or die for the administration. 


LABOR BOARD The most disappointed democrat in congress 

during the last week has been President Roose- 
velt’s good friend, Senator Wagner. He was not at all pleased 
when the president indicated that he would accept a modified labor- 
board bill. Wagner wanted Mr. Roosevelt to stand by his original 
bill. 

Wagner has been unable to make up his mind for several days 
whether he would even vote in favor of a compromise. He un- 
doubtedly will in the end, but with misgivings. 

It cannot be said that he is angry, but it cannot be denied that 
he is thoroughly disappointed. 


OIL An equally good friend of the president is Chairman Ray- 

burn, of the house interstate commerce committee. He 
fought and bled for all the administration bills entrusted to him— 
until the oil bill came along. 

Mr. Rayburn is from east Texas and the oil men around that 
area are possibly less favorable to the oil code than in any other 
section. After all, Mr. Rayburn is representing his district in con- 
gress and not the president. So he sat down upon the oil bill, say- 
ing that, if the president asked him as a matter of friendship to re- 
port the measure, he would try to do so, but not otherwise. 

Mr. Roosevelt heard about that and called Mr. Rayburn on the 
telephone. 

There was nothing for Mr. Rayburn to do but to be a good 
soldier. He submitted the oil bill to his-committee and voted with 
the president. He was defeated, 12 to 5, and the oil bill was dead. 

The explanation is that the other committee members talked 
with certain democratic senators and were told that the bill would 
never be passed in the senate. They felt that they might as well 
kill it.

NRA BIRTHDAY There is no need to tell how good or bad 

the NRA is on its first birthday. General 
Johnson and Clarence Darrow will attend to that. What they will 
not tell is- how big it is. No figures have ever been given out, but 
you can get them from the right parties. 

These show that NRA population has jumped to 3,000. It has 
its own postoffice, telegraph office, railroad ticket office and pub- 
lishes its own daily newspaper. Last month its wage bill was over 
half a million dollars. It has two huge floors of the Commerce 
building and overflows into eight other office buildings. Its tele- 
phone directory lists 2,600 extensions, and it has two private wires 
to New York. Every day it gets 4,000 letters and mails 6,000. 
The daily paper is a digest of what the country’s leading newspapers 
are saying about this most publicized of New Deal agencies. 

Almost everything NRA says or does has to be broadcast in 
black and white, so it has a mimeograph plant consisting of 15 
mimeograph presses and 16 multigraph presses. On an average day, 
325,000 sheets pass through these presses. That comes to about 
three tons of paper a week just for mimeographing. 


CODES NRA officials have held 652 public code hearings. So 
far, there are 1,230 codes. Of these, 461 have been 
approved and 769 hope to be. These are only the big national 
codes. The smaller local codes run into the thousands. 
Sometimes the NRA gets so tangled up in its own intricacies 
that even its corps of 125 lawyers cannot straighten things out. 


NOTES General Johnson was just 97 per cent too low in esti- 
mating a year ago what the size of the NRA would be 
today. He expected to have a staff of 200. 
It is true, as charged, that an official of General Motors Ac- 
ceptance Corporation helped frame the housing bill. He is reputed 
to be the best expert in the country on consumer credit.

Frances McDonald, lay judge of 
the New York Good Will Family 
Court, says: “Women can abolish 
divorce by perfecting marriage.

Stealing a Slam 

The bid of a suit in which a player 
does not hold strength was very pop- 
ular in bridge circles In the early 
days of contract. The opponents were 
supposed to assume because a player 
had made a bid in the suit, that he 
held strength in it, and hence to re- 
frain from leading it under any cir- 
cumstances. However, experience is a 
severe teacher and when the “fancy” 
bidders had tried this trick a num- 
ber of times, they found that it was 
reacting on them and that opponents 
were more likely to lead a suit which 
had been bid than one which had 
not. As a result the bid for a time 
lost its popularity and anyone using 
it was quite likely to find it a los- 
ing venture. However, if one has a 
proper change of pace, there is no 
question that occasionally such a bid 
dees pay, as it did, for instance, in 
the case below, which occurred at the 
Franklin Bridge Club of Philadelphia, 
with Captain Fred G. French sitting 
North and Dr. |. H. Shelly South.

When Captain French opened the 
bidding with one diamond, Dr. Shelly 
visualized a probable slam in the hand 
if the captain could support the spade 
suit or if the opponents could be pre- 
vented from leading that suit. So rea- 
soning, Dr. Shelly concealed his 
strong club suit and bid oné spade, 
a 99.44 per cent forcing. Captain 
French now bid four diamonds, a 
jump trump rebid not justified by his 
holdings, and South abandoned all 
idea of showing his own club ‘suit 
and raised the contract at once to 
six diamonds. East was in a quan- 
dary as to the selection of a lead 
and, naturally enough with his hold- 
ing, chose the unbid heart suit. With 
this lead, seven, of course, was made. 

While the ruse succeeded in this 
particular instance, I do not believe 
that such bidding ordinarily wins. In 
the first place, the spade response to 
a diamond call is dangerous, as with 
normal distribution North is much 
more likely to be able to support 
spades than, in this case, clubs, and 
as there is a fair probability if North 
does have spade support that the bid- 
ding may reach entirely too high a 
level and get entirely out of the con- 
trol of the South player. I record this 
instance as a happy accident. I have 
made such bids myself, but have not 
always been as fortunate as Dr. Shelly

William Bartram published an ac- 
count of his travels in the southeast- 
ern states in Philadelphia in 1791, 
following his tour which began in 
1773. This account is one that should 
be read by every resident of this 
part of the nation, for it contains 
much that will interest and compel 
attention. I have lately made ex- 
cursions jnto this volume, have be- 
come entranced with what 1 found 
there, and have reserved the volume 
for full reading and complete diges- 
tion as time permits. In order to 
have a copy of “Bartram’s Travels” 
it 1s not necessary for you to spend 
the hundred or so dollars that it 
would doubtless take to purchase the 
first edition. It is available in a 
reprinted, unabridged edition at some- 
thing like $2.50, though I do not 
recall offhand the name of the pub- 


lisher. Your bookseller can tell you. 


In glancing through this volume, | 


one of the things that is most strik- 
ing is the complete absence of scien- 
tific nomenclature as we know: it 
today. One example of the complexi- 
ties of the day, almost coincident 
with the appearance of the work of 
Linnaeus, is found in Bartram’s de- 
scription of the mallard duck, which 
is herewith quoted verbatim: 

“Anas fera torquata major, caput 
et colluum viridi splendentia, dorsim 


| 


— — pectore rufescente, 
Speculum violaceum; the great wi 
duck, called duck and mallard.” “4 

How much more simple to say 
Anas platyrhynchos. For Bartram’s 
name 1s more description than name, 
and while analysis of his statement 
will doubtless reveal the exact duck 
he means, it leaves us without a 
handle to grasp the species by. Read 
his passage again: “ Head and neck 
brilliant green, back grayish-brown, 
breast reddish, speculum violet.” Mal- 
lard is indicated at once, but let us 
give thanks for progress in nomen- 
clature. 

Some of these days I am going to 
make on annotated copy of Bartram’s 
travels. That will be after I have 
taken the time to é«ynonymize all 
these complex names, to locate, as 
Francis Harper does, all the places 
in Georgia that Bartram visited, and 
to read more exhaustively of the 
early history of Georgia. — 

Not all of Bartram can & trusted 
for accuracy, for he tells of rattle- 
snakes charming birds until the poor 
victims come to,.the snake and enter 
the mouth, forming a helpless but un- 
willing meal for the serpent. He 
speaks of several such things that I 
can interpret only in the spirit of 
doubt, for not in recent years has 
such a thing been seen.
